Syracuse (N. V.), October 20lh.—A new gnn 
lor Dr. Joel Justin’s dynam ite experim ent lias 
arrived from Boston aud is being placed in posi­ 
tion in P erp’ville gnree. The w eather perm it­ 
ting, the tria l of Dr. Justin’s shell in life new 
gun will be hi id the week after next. An e x ­ 
perim ent shell has been m ade to be fired from 
the gun. T his shell has been fitted w ith a m e­ 
chanical contrivance w hich, w hen the shell is 
fired irom the gun, will m easure and record the 
exact tem teratu -e w nhin the shell aud the 
am ount of cushioning and resistance o f the 
inuershell. An earth butt, w ith a backing of 
logs has been erected thirty yards from the 
m outh of the gun. and into this barricade the 
experim ent shell will be fired. It is expected 
by this m eans to determ ine the exact condition 
of the shell w hen it leaves the gun and strikes 
the target. As a safeguard agaiust all possible 
accidents Dr. Justin lias surrounded the gun 
w ith a banking of solid earth m any feet in 
thickness. A isrge num ber of m ilitary experts 
w ill be present at tne trial.

plunge through the wrecked train. 
W ith 
heroism equal to any ever displayed upon 
the field of battle, he resolved to stand to 
his post of duty and save his passengers if 
possible. He gave the locomotive a full head 
of steam, opened the sand pipes to in­ 
crease the traction of the wheels, and at 
terrific speed plunged his traiu into and 
through the debris of overturned cars and 
derailed trucks. 
He carried his train 


the same in England as in America or any­ 
where else. 
A ll this chatter, therefore,

IMPROVEMENT OF I STREET FEOM 
THIRTEENTH TO THIRTY-FIRST. 


The Two E xtra W ater B ent Collectora 
Not Yet A ppointed—City 
Officers’ Reporta. 


At yesterday’s session oí the Board of City 
Trustees the Chief Engineer of the Water Works 
reported that 31,549,000 gallons of water were 
pumped during the past week. Toe running 
lime of the Holly pump was 99 hours and of tie 
Sterens 82} ^ hours. 
The Mayor read papers officially notifying the 
Board of Trustees of an action commenced 
against them by A. Agner, an ex-police officer, 
for seventeen months’ salary claimed to be due 
him.On motion of Trustee Wolf, it was ordered 
that Grove L. Johnson be employed to take care 
of the city’s interests in the suit. 
Mrs. Lucy Scott asked permission to build a 
brick foundation five leet high under her frame 
house at 1117 Filth street. The usual procedure 
was ordered. 
Chief Engineer Guthrie ot the Fire Depart­ 
ment suggested to the Board the advisability of 
dctachiEg fire plugs from the hydrants used by 
the sprinkling carts. The engines sometimes 
could not attach hose to the plugs, and on 
account of the mud holes that were generally 
formed about the plugs it was often impossible 
for the engines to get near them 
It was ordered that the Sauitary and Building 
Inspector remove all poles aud wires that were 
not being used by the telegraph, telephone aud 
electr c light companies. 
A remonstrance was received against the con­ 
struction of a sewer in the alley between O and 
P, Seventh and Eighth streets. It was relerred 
to the Street Couimio-ioiie-. 
Trustee McLaughlin asked Supervisor Bates, 
who happened to be present at the meeting, 
what had been done toward preventing the 
winery at Thirtieth aud K streets from empty­ 
ing its sewage into the Y-street cana!. 
Mr. Bates said he visited the winery and 
found that quite a large amount of waste 
water was being drained into the caual. Super­ 
visor Ross had claimed that It was the city’s 
duty to deal with the winery people, as the 
canal was iu the city’s limits. 
After some further talk the subject was 
dropped. 
A protest was received against the Board ac­ 
cepting the work done on H street, between 
Thirteenth and Four eeuth. The claim was 
made that the curbings aud gutters were not 
properly constructed. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, the hear­ 
ing of the charges made was set for next Mon­ 
day at 2 o’clock. 
It was ordered that the Mayor and City Audi­ 
tor ascertain the cost of procuring 400 Great 
Registers. 
A resolution was passed nwardiug the con 
tract for grading I street, from Thirteenth to 
Thirty-first, to the Sacramento Improvement 
Company. The cost ‘Till be ft ¡8 per front foot. 
At the afternoon session George M. Mott, 
representing II. S. Crocker & 14.. appeared 
before the Beard, and offered to iutmsh the 
city with 400 Great Registers at the rate of tl 
a piece. He explained that now. while the 
registers were in type, he could afford to run 
them off' cheaply, but i f the Board waited until 
next spring, they would cost fully 82 a piece. 
The Mayor wanted to know if Mr. Mott 
couldn’t give 450 copies forilOO, but Mr. Mott 
said he would pot, 
After some further talk it was agreed to pur­ 
chase the registers at Mr Mot .’s Drice. 
District Attorney Bruner reported that he had 
collected delinquent taxes as follows: 1852, 824; 
18S1, 827 20; 18*5, 849 40; 1886, St 15; 1887, 873 35, 
1888, $14; 18-9, $24 50; 1*90, *1,159 20—making a 
total of 81,374 80. 
Trustee McLaughlin's resolution to appoint 
two more water rent collectors at salaries of 
#100 a month each, was laid over for another 
week. 
Attorneys C. H. Oatman and S. Solon Holl ad­ 
dressed the Board on behalf of the Citizens' 
Street Improvement Company, in regard to the 
payment of the city’s portion of the cost of grad 
iug and gravel ng 4» street from Front to Tenth. 
The gentlemen Baid all they wanted was a 
guarantee that the city’s share would be paid, 
and they suggested tbat in order to do this it 
would be proper for the Board to make au as­ 
sessment on the property owners tor the full 
amount. The company would agree not to col­ 
lect the city’s portion from the property owners 
unless it should happen that the street b.nds 
should be proven illegal. 
It was agreed to lay the matter over until 
Thursday next, when a special meeting will be 
held. 
A number of small bills were ordered paid, 
after which the Board adjourned.

He said he wo jla discharge him immedi­ 
ately, but Mr. McLaughlin suggested that a flue 
would be better, inasmuch as it was the young 
man's first offense, ft was finally agreed to im­ 
pose a fine of *3, which Silva paid.

CHEAP TOGGERY. 
A Man Who W ould Dress W ell, If He 
Didn’t M ake a Cent. 
William Salsbury was arrested yesterday by 
officer Wilson and charged with petit larceny. 
Last Saturday evening Salsbury, who is am an 
probably 60 years of age, attended a dance at 
Turner Hall, given by the Knights and Ladles 
of Honor. He left his hat in the hat room and 
took a check for it. Just before the testivities 
ceased he walked to the room and presented 
his check. The young man in charge was about 
to give him his hat, but Salsbury said that some 
mistake must have been made—that the hat 
did not belong to him. 
At the same time he pointed to an overcoat 
and high hat that were stored in the box next 
adjoining where his hat was. He stated that 
they belonged to him, and the young man, be­ 
lieving that a mistake might have been made 
in giving out the checks, gracefully handed 
Silsbury the hat and coat. 
SaUbury then leit, and a few minutes after­ 
ward Thomas Berkc-y called at the hat-room 
and presented his check, but the box which it 
represented was empty, aud Mr. Berkey found 
himself minus an $8 silk hat and a $.6 over­ 
coat. 
The police were notified next day, and officer 
Wilson was detailed to lrok into the matter. 
After obtaining a description of the man who 
took the property, he siarted out and in a few 
hours located Salsbury aud brought him to the 
police station. He denied all knowledge of the 
affair and protested against being placed in 
prison. After being confined in a cell lor sev­ 
eral hours, he at last weasened and confessed 
that he took the hat. but ltuew nothing o! the 
coat.

AMUSEMENTS. 
TEACHING AS AN AST. 
A gcod, but by no means so large an audi­ 
ence as the performance deserved, witnessed 
the presentation ot "Richelieu” by T. IV. 
Keene’s company at the Metropolitan Theater 
Last night, with Mr. Keene as tbe Cardinal- 
Mr. Keene’s support is good throughout, his 
assistants being intelligent and experienced 
people. As Richelieu Mr. Keene made an ex­ 
cellent impression and won the discriminating, 
judgment of a critical audience to bis method 
of interpretation. To be sure, no one can well 
go astray of the true reading of Bulwer's mas­ 
terpiece. Yet every artist has methods differing 
from all other standards. Mr. Keene in his 
' make-up’’ 
and 
his 
simulation 
of 
great age has not been surpassed here. 
He is better in those respects than Booth, 
Barrett or Warde, which is sayiDg a great deal, 
but it is a verdict that cannot be truthfully 
controverted. Opinions will, of course, differ 
widely as to the quality of his reading as com­ 
pared with the many others who have assumed 
the character. But we are prepared to indorse 
Mr. Keene's as thoroughly good, finished and 
artistic work, marred by but few mannerisms. 
He has a voice of very sympathetic quality, 
soft, yet full, sonorous, if need be, but gentle, 
rich aud altogether agreeable in its rauge and 
variety of tone. If any had fancied that Mr. 
Keene would read too heavily and vehemently 
they were mistaken; he avoids those errors into 
which Mr. Warde falls. If he has not the fire 
and brilliancy of Booth, his is still a fine Riche­ 
lieu. Where Barrett is nervous and impetuous 
Keene Is deliberate aud strong in depth of ex­ 
pression and manifest feeliug. There are a 
lew artists whose claims in this character 
would be úpheld by the majority as supe­ 
rior iu comparison to Mr. Keene. Nevertheless 
his Richelieu is a finely sustained, caretully 
measured aud strong impcrsouat’ou. It is a re­ 
fined work, with fewer flaws than are to be 
found in the methods of most leading actors. 
There is au underlying power and iuformirg 
spirit in his work that transcend physical con­ 
ditions; his comprehension is quick, clear and 
subtile—in short, we are well pleased with his 
Richelieu aud anticipate tc-uigbt equally as 
conscieutiou. and discriminating a piece of 
work wheu he appears as Sbylock, in "Mer­ 
chant of Venice.” t ne company in the legiti­ 
mate, which too inlrequeutly occupies the 
boards here, is one tnat ought to have the 
recognition that a full house gives The dramatic 
taste of the public should be made manilest by 
a large audience.

Was Grant a great General? Conceded. 
Wbat made him so? 
Whea ü. S. Grant was hauling cord- 
wood iatoSt. Louis his neighbors did not 
imagine he would become the most famous 
man of bis generation. When he was 
managing the tittle tannery in Galena no 
one of his intimates recogniz’d in him a 
future hero. But be displayed qualities 
which should have satisfied them he was 
no common man, What was there about 
him?

How a Young Lady Captured a Turbu­ 
lent School. 
The study of teaching as an art has not 
been better illustrated than in the recent 
instance of a Sunday-school in an unruly 
section of a great city, where the teachers 
had taught by the old routine of reading 
and recitation, without resorting to any 
special means of interesting the children, 
which probably they would have con 
sidered clap-trap, and where they not only 
failed to excite interest or even attention, 
but where they found it impossible to 
maintain discipline, to command silence, 
or create reverence, to make themselves 
heard, to do any good whatever in the 
old methods. In despair they resorled to 
a young woman for help, a teacher in a 
secular school in a troublesome portion of 
the town, who had become known for her 
great work. She agreed to help them if 
they would let her do so in her own way, 
the teachers withdrawing, and lettiug her 
have the school in her own hands com­ 
pletely. As they did so, she went with an 
assistant into the chipel where the chil­ 
dren were 
assembled. 
Pandemonium 
reigned in the place, with confusion worse 
confounded; the children were talking, 
laughing, wrestling, amusing themselves— 
in all, a seething caldron of noise and dis­ 
turbance. 
The teacher mounted the platform 
quietly, and, in the habitual disregard of 
teachers there, almost unobserved. Instead 
of calling the school to order, which would 
have been au entirely impossible and use­ 
less proceeding, as no one could have heard 
her and no one would have obeyed her, 
she opened a box she had brought, took out 
of it a large white dove, and going to the 
front of the platform she held it aloft in her 
extended artos, but did not say a word. 
At the same time her assistant took from 
another box a long stalk of white lilies and 
held it up beside her. For a moment or 
two the uproar continued ; then one child 
chanced to catch a glimpse of the singular 
sight, and called to another, and that one 
to another ; those that faced the platform 
stopped stone-still; the others turned to see 
what was the matter; in three minutes there 
was not a whisper, one could have heard a 
pin drop, and then the new teacher told 
the children the story of Christ's baptism ; 
and although it is some time since, there 
has never been a moment’s disturbance in 
that rude school agaiu. 
The same methods as those used by this 
teachet—that is to say, in their general 
principle—have been having telling results 
in day-schools of late. In this case, the 
teacher had studied the intelligences, tem­ 
peraments and habits of children so thor­ 
oughly that she knew at once how to capti­ 
vate the interest and bring them into sub­ 
jection ; and although she herself may have 
had some peculiar gift of fine organization 
or imagination, she only used the modern 
system, applying to the use of the Sunday- 
school the object-lesson which had proved 
so valuable in the secular school. By these 
methods everything studied becomes a liv­ 
ing and, as it were, visible reality to the 
student, and the stimulation of the imagi­ 
nation fixes the knowledge, increases 
the capability of receiving and adapt­ 
ing, and in so doing enlarges the 
possibility of future knowledge in the 
race. No one tbiDg in this world can 
go forward 
without taking another 
along with it, till ali things are work­ 
ing together. There have been, theD, 
tremendous strides forward in this century, 
many of which must be considered tne 
result of the work of the century that 
went before it. There ought, therefore, to 
be some wondrous advance in the twen­ 
tieth century, as a result of the applica­ 
tion of thought to the work of the nine­ 
teenth.—Harper’s Bazar.

POLITICAL. 
THE CITIZENS 


The Necessity for the Citizens’ 
Organization Entering 
this Campaign, 


THE BLAME ThROWN WHERE IT 
BELOKGS. 


Htw tbe Ring Has Forced the Citizens 
lo Immediate Action. 


« 7 HEN CITY AND COUNTY OFFICERS 
W” are to be elected on the same day as State 
officers, and at au election the result of which 
might determine great national issues, it is hard 
to separate local from itate and national polí­ 
tica The policy of those who control the selec­ 
tion of Republican or Democratic candidates 
for local offices should therefore be such as 
would cause them to name men worthy of the 
support of these great political parties, and who 
would add strength to their tickets by being of 
such worth and broad ideas as would enable 
them to be independent of political bosses, 
parties and factions, and to administer city and 
county affairs on a broad busiucss bssis. aud 
without regard to mere party power. Their 
ideas on irrelevant nationnl issues should be a 
matter of mluor consideration. 
It is a simple matter to ignore politics at elec­ 
tions where none but city aud county officers 
are to be selected, aud such an election would 
be an opportune time to inaugurate a citizens' 
municipal organization. However, it some­ 
times becomes necessary to act at inopportune 
times, and especially at such times as State aud 
national issues, and the loyalty of good citizens 
to the cause of the State and nation, are used 
as a cover to enable unworthy office seekers to 
run the gantlet of public opinion and obtain 
positions oi trust to which, under ordiuary cir­ 
cumstances, they could never be elected. 
When party strength is used for to base a pur­ 
pose as to help unworthy men to office, the 
party is being prostituted to such au cxtcut as 
should meet with a hearty rebuke from its hon­ 
est members. 
It seems lo have been the policy of the pow­ 
ers that control both political parties in Sacra­ 
mento to give the people good candidate* for 
arme ofiices, and so make up a seemingly strong 
ticket for the dominaut party, on which, how­ 
ever, they have been exceedingly careful to 
put up men who are under their contiol where- 
ever an office affords good opportunities for 
plunder or future p jwer. What do these bosses 
care how honest the officers arc who act as 
Judges, Treasurer, Assessor, Coroner, etc., i« 
they can reserve the control of the police, juries 
and the registration, which latter can be used 
to help perpetuate their power ’ 
This year there will be elected a Police Jtidga 
who will be au ex-officio Police Commissioner, 
the Mayor and Chief of Police being the other 
two members of the Board. The election of the 
proper kind of man to the office of Police Judge 
at this electiou would insure the honest ad­ 
ministration of police affairs for the next two 
years at least. The election of a man under 
the control of those who are now using our 
police for corrupt purposes would render the 
reform of the system impossible for at least a 
year, and the chances are for three years The 
member of the Board to be elected iu 1892 will 
be the Chief of Police, and in the light of onr 
experience with the last two men elected to 
that position it seems as if it were hopeless to 
attempt to get a man for that office who wll* 
not fall down. It looks as though whoever lias 
gained experience enough in the lo'.ice busi­ 
ness in Sacramento to qualify him to be Chief 
of Police, has gained it iu a school that leaches 
him to disregard ail decency and honorable ob­ 
ligations tothe public; and. by becoming adept 
in masterly inactivity, to show signs ot becom­ 
ing corrupt as soon as the opportunity pre­ 
sents itsell. We should begin to reform the 
police now or the opportunity to do so later 
may be so remote as to be hardly worthy of 
present consideration: and we can make up 
our minds that whoever takes time by the fore­ 
lock and makes his deAl with the bosses, can 
gamble, rob or embizzle at his pleasure, and 
without fear of the result; knowing that if de­ 
tection and arrest should perchance bring him 
to trial there is still a loophole ia a Inal by 
jury Tbe jury system can be easily controlled 
when the Court Clerk, District Attorney aud 
Sheriff are in the ring. The names of jurors 
are selected and put In the box by tlie Super- 
g bis share: the clerk 
then draws the jurors auu he might draw from 
a fixed part of tbe box, aud even ff drawn 
regularly and there were a sufficient number 
of names ot corrupt men in the box, the chances 
would be iu favor of a good proportiou of such 
names belug drawn out, and tlie District At­ 
torney could use bis power to except as best 
suited his puipose. Where the drawing of the 
juiy fails and the Sheriff goes to serve sum­ 
mons for a special venire, he can hunt with­ 
out finding those he does not want to find and 
find without hunting thuss he does want, re­ 
turn to Court aud make a seemiugly fair re­ 
port of his action. 
Lastly, let us consider the danger to that 
safeguard—the Grand Jury. We have had an 
illustration of how useless this system may be­ 
come wheu the District Attorney, who is sup­ 
posed to guide aud couusel the jury, chooses 
to do so iu such a manner as will lead them 
everywhere but where they will find out some­ 
thing; and, wheu perchuuce they get ou the 
right trail aud the scent becomes too warm he , 
leads them to where tbey will be discharged 
before they have time to make a report. 
Members of a recent Grand Jury could no 
donbt give further particulars that wou’d 
setve as appropriate iilustratraiious. and it 
may be necessary to go into details later on. 
Is it theu surprising that the best citizens 
should so willingly jotu in the organization 
set forth in the following declaration'?

Washington, October 20th.—A. B. Mullett* 
one of the best known architects of this city 
and for years Supervising A rchitect of the 
Treasure Departm ent, shot and killed him self 
this eveniog at his residence. 
He had been in 
poor healtn ior a long tim e, suffering from 
rheum atism and other com plications, but it is 
tlKiu . hi financial troubles was the chief cause 
of M ullett's act. 
I)r. P. J. Murphy, a surgeon in the Chicago 
Columbia Hospital, who for m any years has 
beeu M ullet's family physician, m ade a state­ 
m ent o fth e circum stances of the sbooti "g, sub­ 
stantially as follows: About 5 o'clock he called 
at the house to see Mrs. Mullet, who was 
slightly indisposed 
After i-rescriciug for Mrs. 
Mullet, the doctor took leave aud went to his 
office just across the street. He had been there 
but a short tim e w itn tho sou of Mr. Mullet 
cam e running over and asked him to come to 
the house im m ediately. He hurried back in 
response to the s. m oons, and found Mullet 
lying across the bed in his sleeping apartm ent, 
aud partially disrobed. He was unconscious 
aud bleeding profusely. The doctor m ade a 
hasty exam ination aud found that the blood 
cam e from a wound about two inches above the 
right ear. The dying m an gave three or f -ur 
gasps, aud expired w ithin sev n m inules after 
the wound had been inflicted. 
When the doctor first entered the room he 
found Mis. Mu lett lying by the side of the body 
of her bust,and. weening bitterly, w ith herarm s 
around his neck. The doctor moved her gently 
itorn the room, and then gave his attention to 
her husband. Later in the evening the Coroner 
was sum m oned, and after sn exam ination of 
the body gave a verdict ol death from suicide, 
due :o meluncholy. 
Mr. Mullett was 56 years old, am i very well 
known. He designed m any of the public build­ 
ings that have been erected in the different 
cities, am ong them being the New York City 
Postoffice, and the im pising State, War and 
Navy D epartm ent building in this city. Mr Mul­ 
lett had a severe case ol grip last w inter, from 
w hich he still suffered, 
i'c r the past few 
m onths he has been at tim es despondent and 
gloomy.
